Response to Amendments/Remarks 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 7/25/2008 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejected claims 3 and 9 have been canceled, and only allowed claims 

1. 4, 7 and 10 are remained. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 4, 7 and 10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest the combination of all 
limitations of each of independent claims 1 & 7 that includes "a whole luminous area 
of an image is divided equally into a plurality of continuous divisions, and an 
image data from the image sensor is converted by using a conversion table into 
image data with emphasis of a change in brightness in each of the divisions to 
represent the luminous distribution in a gray level contour line map ."
